Praise God for worship and "teachable 
moments." 

From a Fellowship perspective, have you 
noticed the energy in the Narthex after 
the services! WOW! It reminds me of 
those family reunions we attend every 
year where you see cousins and other 
distant relatives. But, for us here at 
Faith Community, we just saw them last 
week! From the "high board" - the energy 
and koinonia that is present must warm 
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God's heart. Thank you, Lord, for joyous 
occasions. 

From a Pastoral Care perspective, what a 
loving environment for others to observe. 
A person comes to a Sunday morning 
service asking for prayer and anointing 
with oil. Without being pre-planned 
months in advance, twenty people gather 
to pray after service in obedience to 
James' admonition in his book (5:14)! 
Others are preparing to enter Stephen 
Ministry training (50 hours of contact time 
or two hours every Thursday evening until 
next spring). People are ministering to 
one another in times of need. From the 
"high board" - what an awesome sight. 



As I recall, Bette Midler sang a song, "From 
a Distance." You remember... everything 
looked really good - from a distance. I can 
tell you there is water in the pool, it is warm, 
the dive off the "high board," while not the 
most graceful, was successful. From the 
midst of it all, not just from the "high board," 
this faith community is exercising its God- 
given gifts and talents to a hurting world. I 
encourage each of you to "come on in" - the 
water is great! Remember your baptism 
- exercise your gifts of ministry - take God's 
love to a world God loves.

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LIBRARY NOTES another books babies read 

Faith Library frequently adds board books and simple picture books of Bible stories, animals, and people for 
very tiny tots to enjoy and share with Mom and Dad. Reading together encourages that love of stories and 
information that helps produce eager readers. SoundBites (something to chew 
on that is good for the soul) calls attention to a very important book that even tiny babies can 
read. 

J. Ellsworth Kalas in a sermon called "Books That Babies Can Read" in his book, Honey 
in the Lion, wrote: "I venture that the books babies read before they are enrolled in school 
are probably the most important books that will ever come into their lives. I am speaking of 
those things which children read in the lives of the people around them. The book of human 
conduct ... there is no other quite like it. The print is large, the lessons are both clear and 
subtle, the illustrations command attention. Long before a child knows the alphabet, he has

begun formulating profound and perhaps lifelong attitudes about God, character, love and human values. 
The infant may not be able to verbalize those ideas until years later... in fact, some ideas will always be a 
little beyond verbalization; perhaps that's why we sometimes say, 'I really don't know why I feel the way I do' 
but the ideas are there. A baby has read them in the most persuasive of all books, the conduct of those 
around her."
